The group also enclosed in its three- 
page letter of warning a sample of a 
hypodermic needle, which it says it will 
use to carry out the threat against mil¬ 
lions; of-American consumers. The FBI 
said it has never heard'of “The Freedom 
Five/" 

..Among the food products that have 
bora targeted by the group include, 
bananas, apples, oranges, grapes, 
mangoes, ice cream, pies, cakes, milk, 
meats, bread, beverages, peanut butter, 
jelly and several other items. 

"We have done our tests and rehears¬ 
als to a perfection," the letter sent to the 
Amsterdam News declared. It.’also., 
described step-by-step how the poison^ 
will be administered.

Collins, Colorado, Police Department, 
andean incident already under investigation by Denver, in Denver 
file 192B-143, each of which have similarities in modus operandi 
and/or extortion drop instructions.

The Ft. Collins incident occurred on July 11, 1986, 
and involved a threat to set off an explosive at the King Soopers 
store located at 1015 South Taft Rill Road, Ft. Collins, Colorado. 

In that incident, the extortion letter was handed by an unsub 
to a customer who then conveyed it to a store clerk. The drop 
instructions were in many wajs similar to those described in 
referenced 7/31/86, teletype, and the proposed initial contact 
points, a store in Estes Park, Colorado, were identical. No action, 
however, was taken with respect to the letter because the letter 
was hot delivered to the store management until 7/17/86 - five 
days after the extortion drop was to have occurred. 

In the Idaho Springs incident, store personnel discovered 
an extortion letter on 7/18/86. The letter demanded $35,000 
in cash and stated that an explosive cbvice hidden in the store 
would be detonated if the payment was^np^made. The letter advised 
that further instructions would be provided "tomorrow, Tuesday, 

July 15," No contact from the unsub was reported. 

As described in referenced 7/31/86, teletype, on 7/28/86, 
Safeway Security advised Denver that unsub, while alluding to 
the Loveland, Colorado, incident, had dropped a letter containing 
drop, instructions at a Safeway store located in Brighton, Colorado. 
Pursuant to the instructions in the letter, Denver covered the 
alleged drop; however, no final drop instructions were ever 
received from the extortionist, and the surveillance was terminated.

The cut syringe attached by scotch tape to specimen 
Qc23 was identified as a B-D U-100 Insulin syringe (I cc 
capacity) manufactured by Becton, Dickinson and Company, 
Rutherford, N.J. 

One or possibly two unidentified chemicals were 
rinsed from,inside the syringe. No common drugs, pesticides 
or poisons were found. 

The gas chromatographic behavior coupled with the 
various mass spectra obtained from the compound(s) isolated 
from the syringe associated with specimen Qc23, would provide 
an excellent basis for comparison of any similar specimens 
submitted to this Laboratory. 

It was determined all the photocopy specimens submitted 
thus far in this case were prepared by a common indirect 
electrostatic process which uses a dry toner and plain paper. 
Brand names of photocopiers with these characteristics include
